Claims 1-27,29-33,36-39,41,42,44-53,55-68,70-81,119-125, and 127-181 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
record, Carnahan et al. (5,420,424) and Guevremont et al. (6,621,077), fail to teach the special 
FAIMS configurations with electric field ion propulsions. In addition, they teach fail to 
obviously teach the present innovations, since the present innovations went contrary to the 
current though, as highlighted by the arguments presented by the Applicants in the Amendment 
filed 2/17/04. For example, see page 31, section 1 to page 33, paragraph 4.
